Dick Dillman wrote: 


> So I put another question to the wise ones: has anyone worked out a 
> good connect point for a panadaptor on the R-390A? 


I don't know how "wise" I am, but here goes: 


As several people have pointed out, the connection point for a 
panadaptor needs to be before the selectivity stages so that a 
reasonable spectrum can be viewed. It also however needs to be at a 
constant IF frequenct as the panadaptor is not able to follow a tuneable 
IF. In the R390A there is a little conflict between these two 
requirements as there is a little bit of selectivity introduced before 
the IF becomes constant at 455 khz in the final mixer. In practice the 
amount of selectivity is not enough to limit the frequency extent of the 
pan display too much. 


Most panoramic adaptors have overcoupled input circuits with a central 
dip and a double hump which are designed to compensate for the broad 
selectivity of the "average" receiver input circuits. The panadaptor 
manual will specify an "isolating element" technique to use when 
connecting to a receiver which is compatible with the overcoupled input 
tuning. For my SA8b it is a 47K resistor in series with the input coax 
but others may vary. The characteristics of the input cable are 
obviously important to the input tuning of the adaptor. In the SA8b it 
enters the adaptor via a N connector (at 455khz!) and there are warnings 
in the manual about altering the length of the input cable from that 
supplied. 


In the R390A there is really only one logical point to attach a 
panadaptor and that is at the output of the final mixer (I haven't got 
the circuit handy so I can't quote the tube number, but it's a 6C4 at 
the back left of the RF deck). The easiest way and the one involving the 
least modification (zero) is to wrap one end of a piece of wire around 
the 6C4 plate pin and bring it out through the top of the tube shield to 
a blocking capacitor and the "isolating element". From there the coax 
can run out to the adaptor. In my case I drilled a hole in the back 
panel (shock, horror!!) and installed a UHF connector. Since I'm never 
going to part with the R390A (or the panadaptor) I'm not too worried 
about it. 


I find that it works quite well with a frequency display of 30 khz or so 
depending on the band setting of the R390A. It's certainly good enough 
to see what's going on on the HF ham bands. Unfortunately none of the 
several other HF receivers in my shack at the moment have 455 khz IFs so 
I can't compare them. One of my long term ideas is to build a converter 
for the Racal RA17 to convert its 100 khz IF to 455 khz for the 
panadaptor. I note that Racal sold a similar device for just this 
purpose.

Was at our neighborhood ACE hardware store yesterday and saw the 
perfect material for those wishing to make their own open wire 
ladder line. They are called plastic gutter ferrules. They are 
black plastic tubes about 4" long that keep the guttering spaced 
when the long nail goes thru to hold it up. After one drills 
the holes slightly smaller than the wire OD, then ‘v' notches the 
end with a utility knife, these babies should press fit on to the 
wire at the desired spacing and last a long long time. They are 
very light weight but reinforced inside with radial plastic along 
the ID. The price was also right at 8 cents each. A guy could 
probably get a discount if he bought a 100 which should be enough 
to make at least 150' of lead in.

No! ;) The bug in this ointment is one of my dear, dear pals, the 
'43--heater is 25V, 300 mils. (And I've got plenty of them. Want one?) 
So we get (2x25)+(3x6.3) or 68.9V. I£ line (RMS) volts are, say, 120, 
we're only 9V low after clomping off half of ‘em with a diode, and the 
pulsating DC's got more "area under the waveform" than a sinewave, meanin' 
the RMS is actually a tad higher.

Nooooo, ‘cos of the type '43 joker in the deck, but you're moving 
towards what "RMS" means; the root-mean-square voltage of a waveform

This'n's kinda fun. We count on the thermal mass of the heaters to 
average the pulsating DC over time, but half the time the instantaneous 
value of the juice is about zlich. So you get fair but less than perfect 
smoothing; the heater string is acting almost as a filter condenser, if we 
take heating effect as the “output waveform." Meanwhile, the AC/DC set's 
B+ rail has also got a half-wave supply, and there's a condenser across 
that. So if both diodes are the same 'way round, both half-waveforms go 
to zero and to peak at the same time; if we turn one diode around, one's 
walking through the peak while the other one's at zero and vice versa. I'm 


pretty sure that happy state will make the thing hum less, but let's see 
what Hank & some of the other brighter light have to say!

I'm restoring a KWM-2A RE (no mods apparently) and during my tests, 
following the Laboratory Alignment Procedures, I noticed a strong/strange 


oscillation on 14 and 21 mc/s. 

I'm using HP spectrum-analyzer and Bird wattmeter with dummy load. 

Tuning EXCITER command, oscillation appears in coincidence with trimmers 
adjust for maximum grid level on PA, in this condition i get more than 100 
watt with dangerous plate courrent (about .35 A !) 

On 3.5, 7 and 28 mc/s it seems all OK. All DC voltages are OK. 

On 80 and 40 I have full power with .230 mA plate with good spurios level. 
Anybody has some suggestion before I start with in deep analisys... :-(

I've been thinking for some time that I needed to spring for an airbrush, 
and now I have a strong incentive. Anybody got suggestions on what kind to 
get, what the pluses and minuses are, any tricks of the trade in using 
them, etc. 


VV VV 


Many airbrushes easily available to the public are probably too small for 
painting boatanchors, as most are made for model making and fine arts. 
When you go out shopping, look for one that can spray a decent amount of 
paint. "Dual action" airbrushes allow the painter to control the flow of 
paint very precisely for touchup work, or (by a flick of the finger) put 
out as much paint as possible thru the nozzle. Paasch (sp?) makes a very 
good dual action brush for $150 or so. Badgers generally are good, a bit 
cheaper, but are generally made for more delicate work. 


You will also need a supply of compressed air that is regulated and 
filtered. The pressure applied to the airbrush has a large effect on the 
quality of coverage, and the filter is a must to keep out dust, cat 
hairs, excess moisture, etc. Some people use an old truck innertube for 
the airsource, as even good small compressors can be expensive. 


Most airbrushing is done with the paint cut by thinner, as the paint must 
be wet when it hits the surface. The paint will tend to dry the instant 
it leaves the airbrush nozzle. The thinner (or water, or whatever the 
paint requires) allows a bit of drying to occur, so the paint can dry 
properly on the peice. If the paint dries too much on its trip to the 
surface, a "dusty" finish will result (like on spray sheilded tubes). 


The best advise I ever received for airbrushing is to "go nuts". Put on 
more paint than you think, perhaps in several coats. Airbrushed finished 
tend to be quite thin. Obviously, do not go overboard so that the paint 
starts to run. Experience is probably the best judge. Brush from about a 
foot away (too close and the paint will glob up making "crow's feet", too 
far and the paint will dry out too much by the time it reaches the 
surface), and overspray the edges. Never, if you can, start or stop ona 
surface. Start a foot away from the edge of the piece, swipe across the 
surface at medium speed, and end after passing the edge by a foot. Yes, 
you will get paint everywhere, so cover things you do care about, and 
mask anything on the peice that is a different color. You may want to get 
a spray booth with an _explosion_proof_ venting system. Again, more money. 


Wrinkle paint should go on just fine with a hefty airbrush, but I suppose 
one may need to be careful not to get a dry coat. I do not know what one 
would thin it with so the wrinkleness does not go away. 


Finally, wear a mask, otherwise you will be sneezing interestingly 
colored boogers for a while. I used to paint model trains, and would 
often start sneezing Burlington Nothern green, then Ann Arbor orange, etc. 


It is not too healthy either.

Airbrushes are excellent for SMALL work but probably are not what you 
want for painting BA cabinets, panels, etc. I use a Badger double 
action airbrush for model aircraft. If you get an airbrush, you 


definitely want a double action gun. Double action means that a single 
control regulates both the air flow and the paint flow. this allows you 
to do much more precise work than a single action. Remember, also, a 
good airbrush is expensive! Cheap ones don't work well. Get a Badger 
or a Paasche or other name brand. 


For BA work, I would recommend a detail gun. They are between an 
airbrush and a rull size spray gun in size and in capability. They are 
easy to clean and will put out enough paint to to a good job on cabinets 
and panels. Again, get good quality. My detail gun is a Badger 400. 


As for spraying your own wrinkle finish - why bother? The spray cans 
work great and I can only imagine how much trouble using your own gun 
would be even if you could get the paint. 


Use cheap lacquer thinner to clean your guns and clean them immediately 
after painting. Nothing is more useless than a spray gun that is 
clogged with dry paint. 


Most art supply stores sell airbrushes and parts for them. Tower 
hobbies is a good source for them at a discount price. I believe they 
also have the detail guns.

I'm guessing that the filter is using bypass caps on each side of the ac 
line to the chassis. These caps would form a capacitive voltage divider, 
which means that the chassis would ride roughly half-way between 0 and 120 
Volts. This is normal, and nothing to be concerned about. It only 
highlights the importance of grounding the chassis. My advice is to leave 
the filter in place, and use a proper three-wire power cord, with the 
chassis connected to the common (ground) lead.

Greetings! 


I am nearing completion of the restoration of a really nice 

EFJ Navigator and have a question....The thing has quite a 
destinctive "CHWOOPP" <kinda like a chirp and a whoop>..(;-> 

It only occurs in the VFO mode. With a crystal the note is 

pretty much T9. Also when keying down and tuning up,I notice 

in a monitor receiver that the output frequency of the transmitter 
kinda slides around a bit. This frequency change stops,of course, 
once I quit tweaking around with the tuning and loading,and 

also does not occur with crystal control...only with the VFO. 

I also notice that with crystal control the purple glow in 

the 0D3 tube dims slightly when the transmitter is keyed, 

whereas in the VFO mode the glow dims completely...lights out!! 


This to me would mean,I guess,that poor voltage regulation is 
changing the VFO frequency both during keying and during tuneup. 
The 0D3 is a brand new tube but it did it with the old tube too. 
Any ideas amongst ye EFJ experts as to what to look for?? Is this 
"nornmal"? Any hints would be greatly appreciated. I am really 
ready to put ‘er back in the cabinet and get on CW (SLOW CW!!), 
but I'd like to put this last bit of business to rest....thanks a 
bunch es

I purchased a "touch up" gun from Harbor Freight and Salvage a few years 
back for about $35. 

It's powered by one of those general purpose air compressors you'd use to 
fill the kid's bike 

tyres and has a three gallon tank hooked in between (Yes, a pneumatic 
capacitor!) The tank on 

the touch up gun only holds a few ounces of paint, but has been more than 
adequate for painting 

a number of radio sized things - and a radio or two. The total cost 
probably wasn't over $135 total and I could justify the compressor and 
storage tank by counting the number of bicycle tyres the 4 

munchkins ride on. The pressure regulator was picked up at a surplus 
store, as was the guage.
